Tlie Persecution of the Jews. 
The Jew's have been from all time an 
exclusive people; pride of race and con­ 
tempt of the Gentiles round about them 
distinguished them already in the days 
w hen they warred against the Amalekite*. 
They sincerely and truly believed that it 
was not pleasing to Him that His children 
should act like the peoples round about 
them. Eighteen centuries of cruel, sense­ 
less persecutions, of enforced exclusion 
from intermixture with other nation*, of 
in ter-marriage in small communities, 
have intensified all the distinctive physi­ 
cal and mental features of the Jews, so 
that not only their good but their bad 
qualities have I tec/ane accentuated. Not 
even the eighteenth century, so ready to 
coast on its enlightenment, had opened 
the gates of the Ghetto and accorded 
civil liberia s to a people who, of all peo­ 
ples, art* peace-loving, law-abiding and 
least likely to abuse these privileges. 
The gates have now been thrown down, 
the lilierties freely granted, and it is 
difficult to foretell w hat the Jew will be a 
few centuries hence—indeed, if there will 
be Jews left at all. 
They are far too as­ 
similative, far too keen-sighted, not to be 
affected by and to recognize the propri­ 
ety inherent in, the cosmopolitan ten­ 
dencies of tho present day. 
For our­ 
selves, we have no faith in tho schemes 
of enthusiasts |>ortrayed by Daniel 
Derouda and his friend Mordecai, in the 
national restoration of the Jewish}Hoople, 
and feel convinced that, were the attempt 
made, it would result in a mere exodus 
of the scum of tho population. 
What 
has distinguished the Jewish people and 
kept them a nation so long is tile fact 
that their nationality is not rooted in the 
land from wiiich they have so long been 
absent, but in the law, which they can 
bear about with them everywhere. * Tile 
Jews are at present in a transitional state.

The Average Russian. 
As for tile Russians being “ barbar­ 
ians,” and to a great extent incurably 
barbarous, that is a position susceptible 
of a great deal of argument from many 
different points of view. 
The most fa­ 
miliar, most ad captandum, aud per- 
haps the most unjust theory is that eveu 
the la tter educated and relined of Rus­ 
sians are at the very liest only coated 
with a thin veneer of civilization. 
The 
gr. st master of cynical terseness in ex­ 
pression, Prince Bismarck, has lent the 
immense weight of his celebrity and his 
repute for far-reaching sagacity in judg­ 
ing the characters of mankind to be 
“ veneering” and “ barbarian" hypoth­ 
esis is his famous dictum. “ The Rus­ 
sian is a capital fellow' till he tucks his 
shirt in.” To understand the tremendous 
force of this merciless resume of tbs 
Muscovite character one must have lived 
iii Russia. 
Ivan Ivanovich, the moujik 
—peasant, droschky driver, mechanic, 
laborer, or what not—wears his shirt— 
usually a red cotton one—outside his 
other garments. 
All those familiar with 
Russian humanity know Ivan Ivanovich 
to lie, on the whole, a “ capital fellow.” 
He is frank, brave, generous, affection­ 
ate and docile. 
He is a fervent devotee 
of the grossky idolatrous rights of the 
Russo-Oreek Church which some Angli­ 
can Ritualists are insane enough to think 
can, without much difficulty, be brought 
into communion with the Church of 
England. 
He is grossly ignorant; but 
he has tile utmost reverence for the 
offices of the church, aud does not think 
the worse of his {lope or priest when, in 
his village, he is occasionally called 
upon to assist in carrying home from the 
dramshop tile ecclesiastic, dead drunk, 
on a stretcher. 
Ivan himself gets tipsy 
whenever lie has the chance of doing so: 
but he is the liest-natured of sots, and 
too much beer or vodka scarcely ever 
makes him riotous or pugnacious. Ine­ 
briety the rather incites him to the 
shedding of maudlin tears, or to an ex­ 
cess ai piety in expectorating to the 
right and left in order to exorcise the 
devil. 
Truthful he can scarcely be said to be. 
He has lieen too recently a slave to be 
able to understand the moral culpability 
of telling a he, but he is passing honest 
He is, in flue, “ good wood,” capable of 
being seasoned aud fashioned to many 
useful pur] noses, and lie is in particular, 
industrious, patient and submissive.

Antidote for Snake Bites. 
Under the common name of 44Guaco” 
many plants are known, belonging to 
different natural families, which have a 
reputation for curing snake bites. 
In a 
recent number of the Pharmaceutical 
Journal particular attention is drawn to 
one of these guaco-yielding plants, the 
Mikania guaco, a composite plant of 
South America. 
The paper referred to 
ia the substance of a letter received at 
the Royal Garden, Kew, from a corre­ 
spondent at La Saluda, New Granada, in 
which the writer gives his personal testi­ 
mony ss to the value of the remedv, and 
says that it forms the basis of all the 
preparations of the snake bite doctors of 
the district. Notwithstanding that there 
ore several species of snakes in the coun­ 
try whose bite is considered mortal, 
some killing in a very few hours, it is 
asserted by the writer of the letter, who 
has resided in snake-infested regions for 
many years, that, properly and promptly 
administered, the guaco is a sure cure 
for the bite of the most venomous. An 
infusion or tincture of the leaves is used, 
internally, and hot poultices of the 
braised leaves and stem are applied ex­ 
ternally. —Nature.

Nature Making Mummies. 
Says the Phil unix (Arizona Territory) 
Gazette : 44 The remark so often mao© 
and heard iii Arizona about dead bodies 
drying up and blowing away, received a 
pretty strong verification at the reinter 
meat of Dan Dietrich. 
Although death 
hail occurred 
nearly eight mouths 
ago, and the body had been buried only 
in blankets, every feature was distinct 
aud perfect, and anyone who had known 
Dan during his lifetime would at once 
recognize them. Tin* hair ap{>earcd to 
have grown| since his death, and still 
re tai nisi its natural color. 
No unpleas­ 
ant odor was perceptible, one might 
easily have supposed he was examining 
a well-preserved mummy. 
Since the 
first interment the body only shrunk 
aud dried up, ami no sign of decay could 
lie found save in the region of. the stom­ 
ach, and that was due more to the fact 
of that portion of the l>ody having been 
opened during tile post-mortem exami­ 
nation than to natural causes. The body 
had, however, in that time lost over two- 
thirds of its weight, dwindling from 140 
pounds to less than fifty (ioulids. This 
remarkable state of preservation in our 
hot, dry climate and soil is by no means 
uncommon, as many present could cite 
similar instances of it.” 


Breathing Carbonic Acid.

Our modern familiarity with the intel­ 
lectual work of all times and races has 
made people perceive that in past days 
indecency was always part and parcel of 
literature, aud that to try and weed it 
out is to completely alter the cliaracter 
of at least a good half of tho literature 
of the past. 
Hence, some of us mod­ 
erns, shaken as we are in our conven­ 
tional ideas, have argued that this so­ 
called indecency is a legitimate portion 
of all literature, and that the sooner it 
is reintroduced into that of the present 
the latter, if our literature is to be really 
vital and honest. Now', these people do 
not i>erceivo that the literature of tho 
past contained indecencies merely be­ 
cause, being infinitely loss self-conscious, 
less resistib le than now, tho literature 
of tho past contained fragments of every 
I sir t ion of the civilization which pro­ 
duced it. For, beside wliat I might call 
absolute indecency, in the sense of pruri­ 
ency, the literature of the past is full of 
filth, pure and simple, like some Eastern 
town; a sure proof this that, if certain 
subjects which wo tal>oo were not 
tabooed then, it was not from any con­ 
scious notion of their legitimacy, but 
from a general habit of making litera­ 
ture, like tile street of some Oriental 
or mediaeval town, tho scene of every 
sort of action, important or trifling, 
noble or vile ; regarding it as the place 
for which tho finest works were painted 
or carved, and into which all the 
slops wero emptied. Hence, in our 
wanderings through the literature of the 
!>ast, oar feet are forever stumbling into 
pools of filth, w hile our eyes ore seeking 
for tho splendid traceries, the gorgeous 
colors above; our stomaclis are turned 
by stenches even while we are peeping 
in at some wonderful rose garden or 
fruit orchard. I think you might almost 
count on your fingers, up to the year 
1650, in which you are sure of encoun­ 
tering no beastliness—choice gardens or 
bowers of the soul, or sacred chapels, 
kept carefully tidy and pure—viz., Mil- |

The Almond. 
The almond is a native of Asia and 
Africa, but is cultivated also in Euro]*1. 
In the North of Europe it is groan only 
for its beautiful flowers, which appear 
lief ore its leaves, ami for its foliage, as 
the fruit does not ri|**n in these north­ 
ern latitudes. The blossoms rose mble 
those of the peach, but are larger and 
puler in color —sometimes almost white. 
The wood of the almond tree is hard, of 
a reddish Ligand is used for furniture. 
The chief value of the tree lies, however, 
in its fruit. 
There are several varieties of almonds, 
but they may tx4 generally classified as 
kou i I and bitt* /*. 
The sweet almonds are familiar to ev­ 
ery nut-loving child. They are pleasant 
to the tost**, but are the most indigesti­ 
ble of all nuts. 
Bittor almonds are also cultivated for 
the nut, from which a valuable oil is 
pressed. When in a crude stilt*4 the oil 
is very poisonous, on account of the 
prussic acid contained in it, and many 
jM*rsoii.s have died from its c a r e le s s u s e . 
When properly prepared the pure.oil is 
not dangerous poison. 
It is used as a medicine, as a flavoring 
extract, and for perfuming soajis, oils, 
blacking and many other articles of com­ 
merce. 
Almonds are mentioned several times 
in the Bible. They were among the 
gilts which Jacob directed his sons to 
take to the unknown Joseph in Egypt. 
The seven-branched candlestick had tile 
bowl of its branches modeled after the 
almond. In Ecclesiastes the tree is used 
as a symbol of old age, and it is also al­ 
luded to by the prophet Jeremiah; and 
in Nu milers we learn that Aaron's rod 
that budded was cut from an almond 
tree, for i t 44yielded almonds.” -* -« 


The Bauk o f England. 
44 As safe as the Bank of England” is 
an assurance of safety which is never 
questioned. No one has ever lost money 
by the Bank of England. Its notes are 
good all over the world. Many strangers 
go to see it. Only a few persons can go 
round at once with a guide. In one 
room notes that have been paid have tile 
corners torn off aud holes punched 
through them. 
Over fifty thousand, 
notes, worth one million pounds, are 
paid every day, and thus cut. They 
are kept five years, and, if you give the 
numljcr and date of a note, in less thau 
live minutes it can be found ; so that if 
you paid a note you owed, aud a man 
said you did not do so, you could prove 
that you had paid it. 1'he largest not*) 
is oue thousand i»ouih1s. One hundred 
and twenty men are in the room where 
paid notes are cliiqicd, and twelve hun­ 
dred in all the bunk. All the notes are 
printed in flu4 bauk, aud the printing 
machines keep a register of every oue. 
Here ficnsions are paid to crippled sol­ 
diers. Here gold and silver plate—pri­ 
vate property—is kept. Two things I 
heard int**rested rn*4. 
44 Gold is very 
brittle,” said our guide. 
44 If you throw 
a good deal al»out upon a counter—that 
is, a nu inlier of good pieces—and then 
sweep it off tho counter, you will find 
that the fragments couut up. We aru 
very careful of them. In tile weighing 
room, all gold sovereigns that you put 
in your pockets in tho morning with 
other pieces of coin at night will not be 
just the same. We know that, and wo 
weigh every sovereign that has once 
been out of the house. The bankers 
lose the difference. We have sent boxes 
of gold coin to them by express that 
have come back to un unowned, yet tho 
rubbing of the gold has worn oil' five 
pounds’ worth.” We came away agree­ 
ing that this great bank is one of the 
world’s wonders. —Exchange.

The liighor speed of the 
romedary enables the traveler to ride 
on in advance, and take two or three 
rests in the course of a day, in order to 
allow the slower burden camels to come 
up. But they all camp together at 
night—Chambers* Journal.

L e g a l N a te s . 
The opinions of the Supreme Court 
have been announced, and the following 
are the decisions in cases appealed from 
Rock county: 
Henry M. Benjamin [sued Dr. George 
Covert, of Clinton, as a partner with his 
brother, Augustus, the doctor claiming 
that he was not a partner. The jury in 
the circuit court held that he was a part­ 
ner, when Covert appealed to the Supreme 
Court, the judgment of the court below 
being affirmed. 
The case of Nevil against Clifford was 
an action to restrain the collection of a 
tax to pay for the building of a school 
house in the town of Magnolia. The 
Circuit Court declined to restrain the 
collection of the tax, and on an appeal 
being taken to the Supreme Court, the 
judgment was reversed and the case re­ 
manded for further proceedings. It was 
claimed that the contract under which 
the 
school 
house 
was 
built, was 
fraudulently 
entered 
into. 
It 
was 
held 
in 
the 
circuit 
Court that the complant did not state 
facts sufficient to constitute a cause of 
action. The case has not yet been tried 
on its merits. 
Another decision announced by the 
Supreme Court is of considerable impor­ 
tance though the action was not com­ 
menced in this county. It was the case of 
Williams against Williams, and the ques­ 
tion involved was as to whether the loss 
should fall, by the failure of a bank, up­ 
on the administrator or upon an estate, 
the 
administrator 
having 
deposited 
$605.70 in the Corn Exchange bauk of 
Waupun, in his own name and not to the 
credit of the estate. The circuit court 
held tho administration personally re­ 
sponsible, and the Supreme Court af­ 
firmed the judgment. 
This is an im­ 
portant decision, aud one which should 
be remembered by all persons having the 
settlement of the estates of deceased 
persons. 
In the case of the Janesville Cotton 
Manufacturing company against Ford, 
the 
order 
was 
affirmed. 
This 
action 
seeks 
to 
determine 
the 
rights of all parties interested in the up­ 
per water power, and to regulate the 
manner of exercising such rights so that 
each owner may enjoy his own, aud to 
that end it seeks to determine the quan­ 
tity of water which each is entitled to 
draw, the relative rights of precedence of 
each in the use of tho water, aud to so 
regulate the mode of drawing the water 
that the highest available head shall be 
at all times maintained. The complaint 
asks that suitable apparatus be construct­ 
ed for measuring the water, and that the 
water of each owner be measured and de­ 
livered to him by means of such appa­ 
ratus in accordance with the decision as 
to tho rights of the parties. The com­ 
plaint was demurred to in the Circuit 
Court, and that court overruled the de­ 
murrer holding the complaint good, and 
the decision of the Supreme Court sus­ 
tains this ruling.
